PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


To tHE HoNnorABLE Boarp oF TRUSTEES OF ROBINSON 

SEMINARY: 

The enrollment of pupils in the Seminary the present 
school year is the largest since the school was established. 
The entering class, numbering 59, is larger by 20 than the 
entering class in 1905. This fact makes conditions ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory. The teachers having charge of the 
two lower classes are not able to teach properly, as they 
must conduct recitations with divisions of over fifty pupils 
for forty minutes, or of over twenty-five pupils for twenty 
minutes. By either arrangement less than one minute each 
day in one recitation can be devoted to each pupil. This 
means that good work cannot be expected. There is great 
need of another teacher to take charge of the first class, 
if the eight classes now in school are retained. Four teach- 
ers of the Academic department, in addition to the teach- 
ers of music and drawing, already have work with the lower 
classes and could not, without sacrifice in the quality of 
work they are now doing, take a sufficient number of classes 
to make conditions much better. | 

It is evident that there is imperative need of some action 
which shall remedy the over crowded conditions in the two 
lower classes. 

That it is not advisable to accomplish this result by ex- 
cluding tuition pupils, is equally evident. There is no tui- 
tion pupil in the two lower classes, hence the out of town 
pupils are in no way responsible for the overcrowding in 
these classes. As the number of non resident pupils in each 
of the six upper classes averages only 7.5, they have little 
effect on the number of teachers required. If they are ex- 
cluded it might be possible to reduce the teaching force 
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by one teacher, and save $700, but, at the same time, at 
least $1,800 would be lost in tuition money. 

Though there are many who believe that boys and girls 
should be separated in class room work during the high school 
period, so called, yet there is almost universal agreement 
that separation during the grammar school period is un- 
wise and unwarranted. 

If the separation of the sexes in Exeter could be delayed 
until the end of the seventh grade, far better facilities than 
are now possible could be provided for the pupils in the 
Seminary. 

The opportunities for instruction in the domestic arts 
and sciences could be extended much further than at pres- 
ent, and should be planned for in the near future. 

A jpusiness course, to include stenography, typewriting, 
banking, business arithmetic, commercial law, commercial 
geography and book-keeping, might then be added. This 
step seems to me not only the one which is at present the 
most practical and most desired, but the one which would 
best meet the wish of the founder, who in his will said,— 
“The course of instruction should be such as will tend to 
make female scholars equal to all the practical duties of 
life; such a course of education as will enable them to com- 
pete, and successfully,s too, with their brothers throughout 
the world, when they have to take their part in the actual 
of life.” | 

Since we accept the gift of. Mr. Robinson, we are in honor 
bound to respect his wishes and make the school course what 
he desired. No one is likely to contend that in retaining 
the pupils in the two lower classes, who are 10 or 12 years 
old, we are fitting them for the ‘‘actual of life.” Moreover, 
that it is unreasonable to retain these classes for the benefit 
of the girls who might never attend the Seminary, if the course 
were limited to six years, is seen from the fact that during 
the last three years (1905-1908) there have been only 12 girls 
who have left school during the first two years of the course, 
an average of four each year or two each year in each of the 
two lower classes. 
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This small number is made up of pupils who have the 
greatest difficulty with school work. 

In view of the fact that,if the number of classes were limit- 
ed to six, there would be an average of only four pupils each 
year who would not be compelled by law to attend the Sem- 
inary, it is obvious that the school curriculum would be of 
real benefit to a much greater number of pupils, if it con- 
tained a business course; and it seems manifestly unwise to 
retain eight classes, when by so doing, the establishment of 
such a course is prevented. 

Since a business course is desired, not only by a majority 
of the trustees but also by a large number of other Exeter 
citizens, it may be well for the town to know that a commit- 
tee appointed by the board of trustees last year found that 
the current income of the Seminary did not warrant the es- 
tablishing of such a course. 

Through the appointment of Miss Alice M. Kilbourne to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Mary B. 
Stocking, the work in cooking has been conducted in a very 
acceptable manner. 

The classes in History and Latin, which were last year in 
charge of Miss Marie de Rochemont, have been taught with 
‘a marked degree of success by Miss Clara M. Burleigh, who 
was elected to the position in June. 

All the other teachers accepted re-election and have worked 
in perfect harmony for the success of the school. The splen- 
did team work of the faculty and the earnest endeavor of 
each instructor to do the best work of which she is capable 
have produced results in the higher classes which have been 
warmly praised by people who have seen the work. 

Like results could be realized in the lower classes, if the 
overcrowded conditions were remedied.

Public Library Report. 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 15,131. 

The total number of books given out during the past 
year. was 30,022, classified as follows: Fiction, 17,719; ju- 
venile department, 6,110; historical, scientific and general 
literary subjects, 6,098. Three hundred and forty-four new 
books have been added, 227 of these being credited to the 
Merrill funds. 

Four hundred and thirty-six cards have been issued dur- 
ing the current year, 239 to townspeople and 197 to stu- 
dents of the Academy. 

The committee desire to express their appreciation of 
the services of the librarian and her assistants. Miss Grace 
Button was chosen as assistant librarian to succeed Miss 
Adelaide Smith, whose resignation took effect January Ist, 
1909. The committee would ask that the annual appro- 
priation of two thousand dollars for the uses of the library 
be continued for the present year. 

Especial attention is called to the fact that the present 
collection of books, magazines and pamphlets more than 
fills the shelves of the library. Some few years ago, by 
special appropriation of $150.00, three new bookcases were 
installed in the reference room and one in the stack room. 
This has afforded only a temporary relief. The attic is 
crowded with books, many of value, which should be in 
the reference room, and the stacks in the library proper 
are filled to their capacity. The surplusage of the town 
fund of $2,000.00, deducting running expenses, and the 
whole of the Merrill funds provide books, for which no suit- 
able places can be found.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to aet upon the following subjects:

M. J. Conner, on the side nearer Court street, and appro- 
priate money for the same. 

Sth. Upon petition of Roland H. Boutwell and twelve 
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others: To see if the town will vote to locate an incandes- 
cent electric light on Court street between Elliot and Elm 
streets, and appropriate money for the same. 

9th. Upon petition of A. F. Greene and fifteen others: 
To see if the town will vote to place an incandescent light 
at a point opposite the hedge fence of the Woodman place, 
so called, on corner of Main and Park streets, and appro- 
priate money for the same.
